OHAPTER 93. 

GENERAL APPROPRIATION. 

AN ACT making appropriation tor the 'payment ot State and Ju­
dicial offieers, interest on State Bonds and LoanB, and tor other 
purposes. 
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SECTION 1. Be it ~ed by the General A88emlJly A • 
of tlUJ Beats of -Iowa, That the following sums of uE:.roprla. 
money, or so much thereof as may be necessary, be and 
the same are hereby appropriated for the purposes here-
inafter designated; provided, that no appropriation 
herein made. shall exceed the amount which may be 
provided by law as the salary for any officer named in 
this Act.' . 

SEO. 9. For the salary of the Governor, for the term GovernlJr. 
of two years ending December 31st, A. D. 1867, the 
8um of five thousand dollars; and for the payment of 
a Private Secretary of the Governor, for the term of 
two years, ending as aforesaid, the sum of two thous-
and dollars. 

SEO. 3. 'For the salary of the Secretary of State for Secretarv of 
the term of two years, endin~ December 31st, A. D. State. -
1867, the sum of twenty-six hundred dollars; and for . 
the payment of a deputy in the office of the Secretary 
of State, for the term of two years, as aroresaid~ the 
sum of two thousand dollars, and for a deficiency in 
the appropriation for 1865, the sum of two. hundred 
and fifty dollars.' . 

SEO. 4. For the salary of the Auditor of State, for Auditor of 
the term of two years, ending December 31st, 1867!

of two thousand dollars, also, five hundred dollars of 
the Auditor's contingent fund already appropriated and 
unexpended for the·payment of extra laborin the office, 
arising from the auditing of war and defense accounts.

items, aud certified to be correct by the officers in-
curring the expense, and approved by the Oensus Board 
before audited.

shall keep an accurate account of all the items of such 
expenditure, and report the same to the next General 
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Assembly, and all such items, before being audited, 
shall be certified to be correct by the officer having con­
trol of such appropriation . 

. Monthly pay· SEO. 23. All salaries f)f State, Judicial, or other 
ment. officers, payable out of the State Treasury, shall be paid. 

monthly, at the end of each month, if called for, and 
the State Auditor shall, in no case, issue warrants on 
the State Treasury for the payment of any State or 
other officer in advance of services actually rendered. 

Interest on SEO. 24. For the payment of semi-annual install-
t200,OOO. mente of interest, express charges and exchange to be­

come due on bonds, issued by tlie State on the '200,000 
loan; authorized to be made by the Seventh General 
Assembly, the sum of twenty-eight thousand one hun­
dred and forty dollars, or so much thereof 8S may be 
necessary, to be drawn from the Treasury only when 
necessary to pay said interest as it m~y become due. 

Interest to SEO. 25. For the payment of two annual installments 
school fund. of interest on school fund loans, to become due, the 

sum of five thousand one hundred and one and 37-100 
dollars, to be drawn from the State Treasury only when 
necessary to pay said interest as it may become due. 

Interest on SEO. 26. For the payment of four semi-annual in­
war and de- stallments of interest, express char~es, and exchange 
tense bonds. to become due on the war and qefense bonds ot' the 

State, the sum of fortv-two thousand two hundred and 
ten dollars, or so much thereof as shall be necessary, to 
be drawn from the State Treasury only when necessary 
to pay said interest as it may become due. 

Governor's SEO. 27. Of the unexpended appropriation made by 
contingent. Sec. 27 of Ohapter 32, of the Acts of the Tenth Gen­

-eral Assembly, there is hereby placed nnder the control 
of the Governor, for extraordinary expenses ot'the Ex­
.ecutive office, and for the liquidation of unpaid claims 
contracted under said appropriation by said Ohapter, 
two thousand dollars, and the Governor shall report to 
the next regular session of the General Assembly, a . 
full statement of the disbursements of this appropria­
tion, with proper vouchers therefor, provided that no 
money appropriated in said Section 27, of Ohapter 32, 
of the Acts of the Tenth General Assembly, shall be 
expended for any purpose whatever, except the amount 
provided in this section. 

Expenses in SEO. 28. For the payment of expenses in paying 
paying bonds bonds in New York, five hundred dollars, or so much 

thereof as may be neccessary, to be drawn from the 
State Treasury only when necessary for said expenses. 

Publication. SEO. 29. This act being deemed of i~mediate im· 
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portauce, shall take effect from and after its pnblication 
in the Iowa State Register and Iowa Homestead, news­
papers printed at Des Moines, Iowa.
